General  Provision  of  Health  Services 
in  the  Area. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home  for  General  Diseases 
is  afforded  by  the  District  Nurse,  who  is  provided  by  the 
Monmouthshire  Nursing  Association.  She  is  paid  £114  per 
annum,  and  provided  with  uniform  and  a bicycle.  Her 
salary  is  provided  as  follows  : — 

Monmouthshire  N ursing  Association — £35. 

Pontypool  Rural  District  Council — £5. 

Private  subscriptions  and  fees  received  by  the  Nurse 
make  up  the  remainder,  and  also  pay  for  a substitute  during 
her  holiday  or  absence  from  any  other  cause.

HOSPITALS. 

The  Royal  Gwent,  Newport  (2)  Pontypool  and  District 
Hospital,  and  (3)  The  Union  Hospital,  Griffithstown.  are 
availed  of  by  the  Town,  and  the  services  of  these  Institntions 
are  generously  extended  to  urgent  cases  in  Usk. 

Laboratory  Work. 

The  (’ounty  Council  Laboratory  at  Newport  is  freely 
availed  of  for  diagnostic  purposes,  such  as  throat  swab, 
blood  and  sputum  tests,  etc.,  etc. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  provided  by  the  Council,  and  a 
good  supply  is  always  at  hand. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 
Water. 

This  is  supplied  by  the  Usk  Water  Works,  which 
obtains  its  supply  from  a large  spring  on  the  hill-side 
3^  miles  from  the  Town.  The  water  is  excellent,  and 
sufficient  in  quantity  and  force  for  all  needs. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

There  is  no  pollution  worth  mentioning  in  the  River 
aiid  Streams  in  the  Area. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

Practically  every  house  in  the  Town  is  connected  up  to 
the  Main  Sewerage  System, 

Scavenging-. 

Collection  of  House  Refuse  is  done  weekly,  and  the 
refuse  carted  to  a distance  and  disposed  of. 

The  Streets  are  daily  cleaned  and  the  refuse  disposed  of. 

All  surface  traps  are  daily  inspected,  and  disinfected 
regularly  during  the  summer  mouths. 

The  sewage  beds  and  filters  in  connection  with  sewage 
system  are  regularly  inspected  and  suitably  dealt  with. 

Disinfection  and  Fumigation  by  Formalin  Lamp  is  carried 
out  in  all  cases  of  houses  in  which  Infectious  Disease  has 
occurred 

Slaughter  Houses,  Milkshops  and  Cowsheds  are  regularly 
inspected. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Town. 

This  is  carried  out  thoroughly  and  efficiently  by  the 
Inspector. 


Schools. 

The  Sanitary  conditions  and  Water  Supply  of  these  is 
satisfactory. 


Housing-. 

The  general  Housing  Conditions  of  the  Town  are 
satisfactory  ; there  is  neither  shortage  nor  excess  of  houses 
and  there  is  no  ovei  crowding.  ’ 

Seven  New  Houses  have  been  built  during  the  year. 

Fitness  of  Houses. 

With  the  exception  of  a few  houses  in  Baron  Street, 
Mill  Street  and  Old  Market  Street,  the  general  standard  of 
houses  in  the  Town  is  good. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Milk  Supply. 

There  are  four  Milk  Vendors  and  one  Dairy  in  the 
Town,  and  the  wholesomeness  and  general  adequacy  of  the 
arrangements  for  supply  and  distribution  of  pure  milk  is 
satisfactoi'y. 

No  cases  of  tuberculous  milk  or  tuberculous  cattle  have 
come  to  my  notice. 


Meat. 

No  animals,  other  than  thuse  which  are  perfectly  healthy, 
are  slaughtered  in  the  Town,  and  all  meat  both  in  the 
slaughter  houses  and  shops  is  regularily  inspected  and  the 
Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924  are  regularily 
observed. 


Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  three  Registered  Slaughter  Houses  in  the 
Town,  and  these  are  regularly  inspected  and  satisfactory  in 
every  detail. 


Unsound  Food. 

No  unsound  food  has  been  offered  for  sale  during 
the  year. 


Bakehouses,  Etc. 

These  are  sanitary,  clean,  and  comply  with  the 
Regulations. 

Prevalence  and  Control  over  Infectious 
Diseases  (1920—1925). 

The  prevalence  of  Infectious  Disease  has  been  negligible 
during  the  past  five  years,  and  no  use  has  been  made  of  the 
Schick  and  Dick  tests  in  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever.
